A commission in Paris which has 
been discussing this project also is 
considering the building of tunnels 
mid I th * Bosphorus connecting Eu- 
ropt* with Asia and one from Gibral- 


proaches in England and France, will 
be 32 miles, with more than 21 1-2 
miles of it under the sea. The plans 
provide for two tunnels, each eigh­ 
teen feet in diameter, connected by 
cross galleries at intervals of 
200 
yards. The maxim urn depth of water 
on the route is ISO feet, and a cov­ 
er of chalk about 
Iud 
feot 
thick 
would lo* left undisturbed above the 
crown 
of the 
tunnel 
to 
provide 
against danger from enemy attack 
with submarine explosives. The tun­ 
nel’s level below the sea thus will 
be about 280 feet. 
Iron tubes will be built as the fun­ 
nel advances. 
Th© extraordinary a d ­ 
vance made in tunnelling in recant 
years, especially in the United States 
will enable the engineers to proceed 
with great .-peed. The railway lines 
will be operated by electricity as in 
the case of the Simplon tunnel un­ 
der ti e sw iss mountain of that name 
and which is 12 1-2 miles In length, 
the longest at present in the world. 
Before tile war the quickest ser­ 
vice from London to Paris was iii 
six hours 45 minutes. 
With the tun­ 
nel the journey could be made in six 
hours, whatever the weather 
Speaking of tile problems of build­ 
ing tile tunnel. English engineers 
say the sea itself offers no difficulty, 
that the only risk lies in the geologi­ 
cal formations. 
The first layer un­ 
der the channel is white chalk, and 
beneath this is a belt of gray chalk 
some 300 feet thick. The great ques­ 
tion is whether the gray chalk is im­ 
pervious to water. 
Th© exact points for starting the 
tunnel have not been determined but 
expert opinion favors a spot just be­ 
hind Dover and, in France, a point 
close to Cape Grisnex. 
The tunnel will be capable of hand­ 
ling 30,000 passengers and 30,000 
tons ol goods each way in 2 4 hours. 
Ordinary railway rolling stock, in­ 
cluding sleeping and dining cars, will 
be able to use the route.

A structure coated with sheets of In­ 
dia rubber would not be as well protect­ 
ed from decay as a structure coated 
with a good oil paint. 
This Is due to 
the fact that a sheet of rubber is not 
so durable or as waterproof a* a thin 
dried film of paint. 
The latter mate* 
I rial when applied dries to a continuous 
(elastic film containing finely divided 
particles of metallic, xvear resisting 
pigments. 
A square foot of such a 
film upon a wooden surface costs less 
than a penny, yet it will beautify and 
protect a dollar’s worth of surface for 
many years. This is a low rate of in­ 
surance. 
Dwellings, bams. outbuildings, sheds, 
posts, fences, stock enclosures, wagons. 
Implements, windmills and oilier struc­ 
tures, whether of wood, iron or cement, 
should he preserved, through tile use 
of paint, from rapid decay. H i g h grade 
paint may he used successfully for 
such purposes. Colored paints will bn 
found the most sex-1 ccm hie, the coloring 
matter in the paint adding from two 
to three years to tin* life of the coaling.
